2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Application serial no. 
10/766,883 is being allowed since none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a 
specimen centrifuge device that comprises each of the following features in combination: 
multiple centrifuge units stacked one on top of the other, a carry-in conveyor that horizontally 
conveys pre-processed specimen containers, a separate carry-out conveyor that horizontally 
conveys processed specimen containers, a carry-in elevator located at the side of the centrifuge 
units for vertically conveying the pre-processed specimen containers from the carry-in conveyor 
to one of the vertically stacked centrifuge units, a separate carry-out elevator located at the side 
of the centrifuge units for vertically conveying the processed specimen containers from one of 
the stacked centrifuge units to the carry-out conveyor, a loading arm attached to each of the 
centrifuge units for removing the pre-processed specimen containers from the carry-in elevator 
and loading them into one of the centrifuge units, and a separate unloading arm attached to each 
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of the centrifuge units for unloading the processed specimen containers from one of the 
centrifuge units and loading them onto the carry-out elevator.
